It was reported at first that the government had built this 
levee. It appears now that the government only riprapped a 
part of it.

BELIEF PREVAILS THAT THERE 
WILL. BE NOTHING LEFT 
FOR STOCKHOLDERS. 


ONE DIRECTOR IMPLICATED. 


Secretary Maccallum Gives Surprising 
Information Resvecting the As- 
sociation’s Present Con- 
dition. 


The defictt in the assets of the North 
End Building and Loan Association now 
‘reaches $100,000 and may go to $120,000. 

Secretary Maccallum said Tuesday that 
this big jump in the discrepancy is not the 
result of any more mismanagement 

It appears palpably in a-cursory appraise- 
ment of the assets. No adequate appraise- 
ment of the real estate securities of the 
association has yet been made, and a 
thorough investigation may show that its 
affairs are “in the hole’ to the tune of 


4 


2),000. 

To this startiing information Secretary 
Maccallum added the statement that one 
of the reguiar board of directors is in- 
volved in the shortage. He declined to say 
to what extent or to ment the name of 
the director involved. As s@eretary he has 
already notified the direct that he must 
“make good” or stand the consequences, but 
thus far without results. 

Another complication ts the’ discovery by 
expert Bilding, who is examining tne 
books, that a former secretary, who was 
in charge before Obert went into office, is 
also short in the sum of $2300. This dis- 


ror, and the ex-secretary who made it has 

romised to make it good if, upon exam- 
nation, he is satisfied that he owes it. 
He is solvent, even wealthy, and is not 
suspected of anything worse than negli- 
gence in the keeping of his books.

ly to the directors themselves for years be- 
fore the association became involved, were 
ieces.of property with- 
out regard to the value of the new security. 
Thus a joan for $10,000 on property worth 
$12,000 was transferred to outlying property 
not worth half the amount of the loan. : 

A Post-Dispatch reporter asked Secre- 
tary Maccallum if such a cond.tion exist- 
ed, and whether the directors could be 
prosecuted for so conducting the associa- 
tion’s affairs. 

"Yes. it was done,” said he, positively, 

woe. cue directors cannot be held responsi- 
bie, as these were ‘errors of judgment’ .in 
their valuation of the securities offered.”’ 

Another-cause which may.wadd to the 
growing discrepancy is the fact that small 
Greditors of the association continue to ap- 
pear with pass books showing that they 

ut sums ranging from $10 to $100 into the 
former secretary's hands. All they got for 
their money was a pass book, with their 
deposits entered.

to the Palma and Simmons Cases. 

In his charge to the April grand jury 
Monday Judge Zachritz called attention, 
with some emphasis, to two notable cases 
which have been exploited in extenso in 


the local press. 

The first was the Mme, Palma affair. It 
was charged that two detectives visited 
the palmist’s apartments and, claiming to 
have a search warrant for some aileged 
stolen jewelry, ransacked her desk and ab- 
stracted a number of letters from a 
friend—presumably in the interest of that 
friend. Mme, Palma’s name was not men- 
tioned In the charge, but everybody in court 
knew who was meant, Judge Zachritz said: 
“You can not overlook the fact that it has 
beer openly charged in the press and else- 
where that the home of one our citizens 
was invaded by sworn officers of the law 
for private purposes, not only without au- 
thority of law, but absolutely in violation 
thereof, 

‘This is a matter worthy of your care- 
ful consideration, as it involves a question 
of vital importance to our institutions, viz.: 
Whether our citizens shall be secure in 
their persons, papers, homes and effects 
from unreasonable searches and seizures 
as guaranteed them by the constitution of 
the State and of these United States.”’ 

The other case was the Dr. Simmons- 
Davison shooting affair sevéral weeks ago. 
Dr. Simmons and his son emptied their re- 
volvers at Davison in the street, and Davi- 
son was shot, but the March Grand-jury 
ignored the bill presented, although Davison 
was before the Grand-jury. On this case 
the judge sald: 

- “You are directed, among other cases, to 
ir.vestiguate the case of the State vs. C. F. 
Simmons, with a view of ascertaining under 
the law whether any violation of the stat- 
ute prohibiting assaults with deadly weap- 
ons was had, Your investigation in this. 
as in all cases, should be fair, full and un- 
reserved, and you should rmit no barrier 
or subterfuge to be pla in your way 
those connected with the transaction which 
would interfere with a conscientious dis- 
charge o* your duty. If the defendant 
committed no violation of law you should 
not indict. [If you have legal evidence, or 
can procure! the same, of the commission 
of crime, your sworn duty is to make pre- 
sentment thereof.”

PANIC IN AN APARTMENT HOUSE

COMPETITION 


Two Companies Divide the 
Work Between Them. 


THEY FIX THEIR OWN PRICES.

President McMath Admits There Is

The Board of Public Improvements has 
just sent to the Municipal Assembly ord-- 
nances providing for about $200,000 worth of 
street improvements. Most of the new pav- 


ing is to be with asphalt. 

If the street improvement charter amend- 
ments are passed $20,000,000 of the people's 
money will be spent in street amprovement 
work. Probably the greater part of this 
amount will be for asphalt paving. 

Under present and prospective conditions 
there is no competitive bidding on this kind 
of work. 

All the asphalt paving in St. Louis Is done 
by two companies, the Barber Asphalt Co, 
and the Gilsonite Company, but they do not 
bid against each. other. It is doubtful 
whether they would, evenif they could, Dut 
they cannot. 

This is because ex-City Counselor Mar- 
shall dug eround in the City Charter and 
found a provision which he was able to 
construe as prohibiting the Board of Pudb- 
lic Improvements from receiving bids simul- 
taneously from the makers of twe varieties 
of the same materiai. : 

The section on which he based his opin- 
fon was the one requiring that the specifi- 
cations must set forth the material to be 
used and the manner of its use. As Trini- 
dad asphalt and natural rock asphalt are 
not absolutely identical and cannot be 
used in an absolutely identical manner, 
Mr. Marshall held that they. could not 
come in under the game specifications and 
eprerare couid not compete against each 
other. 

An attempt was made to have the Legis- 
of the Council make 
competition possible by authorizing the 
board to receive alternative bids for dif- 
ferent materiais on the same contr 

An amendment was drawn up which 
would have been effectual, but when the 
committee reported, a few words had been 
smuggled in which wholly nullified the 
purpose of the amendment. The effect of 
the interpolation was to make the alterna- 
tive bid provision apply only to work ‘to 
be wholly paid for by the city.’”’ President 
McMath says the words were inserted at 
the instance of Mr. Marshall. 

As no improvement work is paid for 
wholly by the city, the two asphalt com- 
panies will continue to divide the work be- 
tween them and do It at their own prices. 

The material with which a street is to 
be improved is designated by the the yp Md 
owners. If they want Trinidad asphalt, the 
contract goes to the Barber company. If 
they specify natural rock asphalt, the Gil- 
sonite gompany gets the job. The choice 


““of wie property owners is generally influ- 


enced by agents of the companies. 

So far Mr. Marshall's construction of the | 
law is to blame for the absence of com- 
petit.on. The board itself takes the re- 
sponsibility for preventing competition be- 
tween natural rock asphalt companies. 

The Gilsonite Co. does not enjoy a mo- 
nopoly of rock asphait like the Barber Co. 
does of Trinidad asphalt. The Standard 
Asphalt Co. is anxious to bid on this work. 
It is prevented by the manner in which the 
Specifications are drawn. They require 
that the rock asphalt must come from the 
Chickasaw Natien or from Breckinridge 
County, Kentucky. The Standard Co.'s 
mine is in Logan County, Kentucky. 

Assistant Street Commissioner. Wurz- 
burger recently Sent to A. W. Dow, the 
expert chemist of Washington, D. C., sam- 
les of Indian Territory asphalt rock and 

ogan County asphalt reck. 

Of the first Mr. Dow said in his report: 
“Your pavement is very poor in quality.” 
The reasons he gave were that it had too 
small a per cent of bitumen, and the bi- 
tumen Was too hard owing to the use of 
too much of the lime rock asphalt. 

Of the second sample he sald: “It ean 
be made into good pavement by heating it 
and thoroughly mixing a right proportion 
of some pure asphalt with it.’’

Prima Donna’s Experience. 


Mme. Melba, ‘the great singer, was rest- 
ing Monday and endeavoring to keep her 
fair throat from the sharp April winds. 
But shé was inclined to be rgstless. Rely- 
ing upon much physical exercise for health 
and sound voice, the pouring rain kept her 
indoors, 2 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter she talked 
readily of her experiences as a singer and 
gave some valuable suggestions to young 
and ambitious girls. Among other things 
Mme. Melba said: , 

“I have always sung. When I went to 
Marchesi {n Paris without one vocal les- 
son I sang as well as I do to-day, but for 
one break in my voice. Marchesi corrected 
that at once, posed my voice properly, and 
if this had not been done I should have 
totally lost the power of song. That is the 
reason why I so0 earnestly advise young 
singers to look after the proper posing of 
the voice, above all things. They will know 
themselves where the break lies in their 
registers, and if a teacher tries to farce the 
voice over a break, there is sure to be 
something wrong. It will result probably 
in permanent ruin of the voice and the 
career of many a promising singer is often 
thus ruined in the first stages of tution. | 

“It is quite possible to sing as an artist, 
and yet to be an exception to the ordinary 
rule as to the place whers the register 
changes. A natural peculiarity in this 
should not be disregarded. I myself carry 
my middle register to F sharp, half a tone 
beyond the prescribed ltmit. If I were a 
teacher and advocated this in any special 
case, I would have the whole fraternity 
swooping down and abusing me. I know 
my own voice, however, and am a living 
example that exceptional register changes 
may be a success. 

“Many critics have done me the honor to 
allude to the freshness and spontaneity of | 
my singing. There is no secret about it. 
I save it all I possibly can, but I save‘“none 


>_> 


‘poses of execution, but simply to memorize 
| what they might quite as well] do with their 
fingers on the key-board. No one shall ever 
catch me simply memorizing on my voice 
what can be done he as weil on a mechan- 
ical instrument, hen the music is firmly 
engraved on my mind I use my voice upon 
it, not before. When I do sing, with the 
exception of my rehearsals at the theater, 

I invariably practice pianissimo. I strictly 
| deprecate the habit of forte practicing, and 
| 1 cannot impress too strongly upon my sin- 
‘cere friends, the young and ambitious sing- 
ers, the damage—and the irrevocable dam- 
age at that—which accrues from the unwise, 
not to say criminal, habit of loud practsns 
If you practice ferte you cannot sing pianis- 
S.mo afterwards. Always reserve our 
forces. Sing planissimo in private, and the 
forte will come all right tn public. 

There is another point I would urge with 
all the power at my command. Use the 
voice less, the general muscles more, Half 
the young singers sit or stand by an instru- 
ment almogt all the day, wearing their 
voices to shreds, where open air exercise 
would do infinitely more for its develop- 
ment, orenting a sound body from which 
Alone a sound voice ean proceed. I take 
abundant walking exercise. I rely on its 
healthfulness as much as I rely upon my 
knowledge of my voice itself. In eating I 
do not restrict myself, except on the day 
I sing, when a light dinner at 2—with meat, 
a few vegetables and a glass of wine—is 
the last thine I take before going to the 
theater. On this day I giso run a few 
scales with full voice in e€ morning, and 
just before I go ‘on’ I try my voice a few 
moments, just sufficiently to warm it. ] 
think beaten egg and sherry an excellent 
tonic for lubricating the throat. 

“Nothing would induce me to go out the 
night before I sing. I talk as little as pos- 
eible on the day itself. On my return from 
the theater after a performance I always 
have a most substantial supper. I consider 
this absolutely harmless after my fast 
through the day and my exertions of the 
evening. 

“One thing in conclusion, and a word:of 
advice to young singers upon the subject of 
tone production. It is, of course, not nat- 
urally given to every young singer to pro- 
duce the tones as I was fortunate enough 
to be able to do; the most valuable voices 
are often obscured by difficulties, which it 
is the teacher’s mission to remove. Often 
even when a voice is properly sed, there 
is a marked weakness where the registers 
change. Bad teachers insist on prolonged 
practicing of this particular section of the 


of my other muscles correspondingly. , I 
take lots of physical exercise and save my ) 
voice for the public. 


“The greatest economy of vocal freshness 
is te phrase carefully upon the keyboard 
and commit music to memory before ever 
aitempting to even hum it over. The great 
mistake that young artists often make is to 
take a new role to the piano, and instead 
of committing it perfectly to memory with- 
out employing the voice at all, they imme- | 
diately begin to sing with it. gy hack 
and hack at their voices, not for the pur- 


voice, with the idea of enlarging the tone. 
I say, exercise the voice equally all over. It 
will, in turn become equalized in time. Even 


if there be a natural defection, better retain 


your voice with a small.spot of weakness 
than risk its ruin through the bad art of 
taxing it. where nature tells plainly enough 
that it is not fit for taxing. 

“In conclusion, while the average voick 
is be'ng developed, scales, solfeggi and vo- 
calism over its full compass are essential.

my experience is that if vou sing in public 
you should save it completely in private.”

Not) many persons ere aware that Capt. 
Peter Joyce, commanding the Fourth Police 
District of this city, spent the best years of 
his life as a common soldier in the regular 
army) of the United States. He is a vet- 
eran warrior and as such watches with 
interest the development of the prospects 
for war between this country and Spain. 

“The people of this generation,” says the 
Captain, “have no idea what war méeans, 
It is something terrible. Still, I like a good 
scrap, when the necessity comes. 


“IT entered the army as a drummer boy, 
long hefore the civil war, and served undcr 
Gen. |Albert Sidney Johnson when soldiers 
were moved up from Arizona and New Mex- 
ico to|.Utah in order to quiet the Mormons 
and the Danites at Salt Lake. I didn’t car- 
ry a drum very long. I took a fancy to the 
cavalry branch of the service, and in a 
short while I had a horse and a sword. 

“We saw considerable’ soldiering out 
there on the plains, but I was at Fort Leav- 
enworth when the civil war bégan, having 
been transferred in the meantime to the 
artillery. 

“I didn’t take a very studious interest in 

the questions at issue between the North 
and South. I knew my duty was simply to 
obey orders, and the first thing I knew we 
— moving Southward in Totten’s bat- 
ery. 
sf was at the Ddattle of Wilson’s Creek, 
the first big fight in the West, I found out 
what Americans could do to each other. I 
remember it was daybreak when coffee was 
served. We were chatting away about the 
battle in sight, when bang went the Con- 
federate cannon, and bing went the Federal 
eannon, and we didn’t get any coffee. Never 
fait see a more brilliant sight than that of 
the contending armies there. The slaughter 
was awful, as the’ records show, and 
never dreamed that ordinary men could 
brave death so gallantly as they did at 
Wilson’s Creek. 
‘The soldiers who envhanted me there 
were the Louisiana Tigers, on the Confed- 
erate side. Napoleon never had anything 
that could beat them. Of course it 'was 
stirring and exciting and all that, but think 
of the thousands upon thousands of men 
who were torn to pieces that dav by shot 
And shell—one vast slaughter ®ouse of 
screaming, bleeding, dying and dead he- 
roes. 

The three days’ fighting at Corinth, 
though, taught me the horrors of war. 
Wilson's Creek was awful; Corinth was 
more extended agony, prolonged through 
three days and nights. I have read the his- 
tory of all the wars’ of Europe, and I have 
studied, with the brain of a trained sol- 
dier, all the great recorded battles. But 
none of them compared in my mind to.that 
fight at Corinth. I was with Gen. Rose- 
crane. as cool, calm and fearless a com- 
mander as our war produced. 

“T saw sheils bursting everywhere, leav- 
ing a broad track of bleeding legs, arms, 
heads and trunks. The ranks closed up 
with a cheer, it is true, and the slaughter 
went on, for it was war; but the dead.and 
the dying, the cries, the screams, the 
shrieks, the demon'‘ac charges, all) made a 
picture which can never be effaced from 
memory as long as life lasts. Only those 
who have been in.a battle have any con-

GEORGE TILTON’S AWFUL TRIP. 


HE HAS COME 2000 MILES ACROSS 
THH Ick WITH NEWS 
OF THE FLEET. 


IT IS AT POINT BARROW.

The Men Have About Abandoned Hope 
and Are Hard-Pressed for 
the Necessaries of 
Life, | 


NANAIMO, British Columbia, April 5.— 
George F. Tilton, third officer of the steam 
whaler Belvidere, who has just reached 
the outside world from the vessel's {mpris- 
onment in the tce, says that the steam ten- 
der Jeanie, steam whalers Orca and Belvi- 
dere, the schooner Rosario and a bark are 


near Point Barrow. 

He says that the men on the frozen-in 
vessels are suffering untold privations on 
account of the scarcity of provisions and 
are comp<elled to feed on the rankest of 
fish and dog meat. The natives are fast 
disposing of the canines at $50 a head. 

Tilton came south by way of thé Mac- 
kenzie and Yukon Rivers, and w just 
five months and twenty-two days making 
the trip of 2000 miles to the Pacific Coast, 
during which he and his two Indian guides 
suffered the most excructating agony from 
the intense cold. 

On his way ‘Tilton met Lieut... Jarvis and 
the overland relief expedition. He directed 
them to the point at which the fleet is frozeh 
in, but It was thought best that he continue 
on his way home to St. Michael in order 
to make known the safety of the men con- 
nected with the flee 

Tilton, after bidding farewell to his com- 
rades, commenced his long and dangerous 
voyage and when he reached the coast, 
chartered a steamer to take him and his 
guides to await a south-bound vessel. He 
was intercepted north of Sitka by the Al- 
sae igen was transferred to her and came 
sou e 

The United States rescue steamer Bear, 
which is at Dutch Harbor, has not, as yet, 
been of any assistance to the ill-fated whal- 
ers who have been ice-bound eince October 
10, when the young ice formed. 

No deaths. ha occurred amon the 
whalers when Tilton started south. Speak- 
ing of the prospects of the whalers, he said 
that beyond a doubt the vessels will be 
total wrecks. As soon as the ice breaks 
the vessels will be ground Inte matchwood 
and nothing of them will. ever be seen 
again, 

The long suffering whalers do not know 
that any efforts are being made to relieva 
them There is a possibility that aid may 
be rushed overland by the route Tilton 
followed.

Director Schroers Says Every City in 
the Country Is Ahead of St. 
Louis on This Subject.

Director John GSchroers will introduce a 
resolution at the next meeting of the Board 
of Education which must bring gladness to 
the hearts of the 1500 principals and teach- 
ers of the public schools. 

For no apparent reason the teachers are 
paid only eight times a year, and this arbi- 
trary system has been continued through 
many years. Mr. Schroer’s resolution pro- 
vides for 12 pay-days, or not less than ten. 

“Tl investigated this matter,” says Mr. 
Schroers, “at the instance of a great num- 
ber of teachers, and I find that in 1379 the 
State Legislature framed a law which under 
section 238, provides that corporations 
must pay salaries and wages on the 15th 
day of each month, said payments to cover 
all wages earned up to the first day of sald 
month. In passing this law Missourt fof- 
fowed the lead of other states for the pur- 
pose of protecting wage earners against the 
pernicious ‘shaving system’ attendant upon 
{rregular methods of payrnent. Inasmuch as 
this law governs all classes of business, it 
seems rather strange that up to date the 
School Board has not taken any cogni- 
zance of’it, but continues to pay its teach- 
ers eight times a year. 

“In our schools the scholastic year fs di- 
vided into 40 weeks. School begins on the 
first Monday in. September, and teachers 
must work six weeks before they receive 


their firet semi-quarterly salary.’ If the 
first Monday is Sept. 2, there will not be 
a pay day until Oct. 6 or 7. After tho firet 
haif quarter the salaries are paid every 
five weeks. The fourth pay day is again 
gix weeks off, owing to Christmas week, 
which is entirely dr d out of the year’s 
calculation. From that time on the pay 
days occur at Intervals of five weeks unti? 
the close of the schoo:,, when the ghost 
wa at the end of the fourth week. This 
is make up for the extra sixth week of 
the first semi-quarter. From the midd 

of June to almost the middie of October no 
money whatever is paid to the teachers. 

“You know,” r. hroers continued, 
‘that young poente are proverbially 
thoughtle&s and in most cases cannot pro- 
vide for a period that brings but scant re- 
turn for a long siege of lute non-pro- 
duction. The older teacher of higher rank 
can lay by funds for the summer, but the 
magority of the second and third assist- 
ants, nearly all younggvomen, find it diffi- 
cult, if not absolutely” tmpossible, to pro- 
vide for this emergency. The consequences 
are manifold, and in many instances work 
hardship to the Innocent victim of a sys- 
tem which is obsolete and not in harmony 
with the customs of the community. It 
leads first of all to that unfortunate and 
dangerous makeshift whereby the money 
lender ts called in to tide over an unusually 
wide gap, What follows? A drain upon the 
unfortunate victim’s finances and an even 
greater strain upon mind and morals. Sa)- 
aries are hypothecated at a high rate of In- 
terest; friends must.be importuned, to the 
humilation of those forced to e that 
step through sheer necessity. All the offi- 
cers of the School Board, down to the most 
insignificant janitor of a two-room gschooi- 
house, are paid monthly.

IS THE DAY GROWING LONGER? 


Scientific Reasons in Support of the 
Theory That It Is. 
From the Youth’s Companion, 
On of the most interesting subjects dis- 
cussed by Prof. George Darwin during his 
recent visit to this country was that of the 


possible and probable fncrease in the 4m 
of the day. 

When once the earth is in motion about 
an axis, no matter how the motion came 
about, it would continue forever, and at 
the same rate, thus making the day al- 
ways of the same length, unless some- 
thing is happening or will happen to in- 
terfere with that motion. Now, there are 
several causes in operation which affect 
the period of the earth’s rotations, some of 
which tend to make the period less and 
others to make it greater. Fortunately ihe 
influence of each of the causes is very small. 
They are generally easy to understand, and 
. simple experiment will iNustrate one of 
them, 

Tie a stone to one end of a tie < and 
holding the other In the hand, whirl ft 
around as nearly as may be in the circum- 
ference ofa circle. When its speed is nearly 
uniform allow the string to wind up on the 
finger. It will be noticed that as the string 
shortens the angular velocity increases. In 
the same way, if the matter forming the 
earth should in any way drawn nearer 
the axis of rotation, it would turn faster 
and the day would be shortened. 

By continual loss of-heat a shrinkage of 
the earth is probably in progress, and al- 
though the process is exceedingly slow, it 
certainly tends to diminish the period of 
rotation. On the other hand, any addition 
of matter from the outside Will tend to in- 
crease that period and make the day longer. 
Uudoubtedly slight additions to the mass 
of the earth are constantly made by the 
arrest of meteoric bodies passing through 
the y yes nar yge The influence {is opposed 
to and tends to neutralize that of any earth 
shrinkage that may going on, 

The mest important interference.with the 
rotation of the earth that we kno fis that 
of the tidal wave, which is due to the at- 
traction of the sun and moon, but more 
largely to the latter. It Is easy to see that 
this is a resistance against which the earth 
turns, and its effect is to increase the length 
of the day. 

‘Astronomical observations extending over 
about 2000 years have failed to show any 
sensible change in the day, but the influence 
of the tides must become evident after the 
lapse of & great many years. Prof. Darwin 
declares that the day may lengthen until 
it 's at last 5% times ag iong as it is at 
present, and that would be also the period 
of the revolution of the moon about the 
earth, 

A day of 1320 hours, such hours as we 
now have, would offer many interesting ad- 
vantages, but there would be some t ings 
about it not altogether agreeable. As it is 
not Jikely to come for some millions of years, 
it is not a matter for Immediate anxiety.
